Reduction in Missouri and Other 
States Fixed by Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


JEFFERSON CITY; Dec. 30.—Under 
a new block system of fixing express 
rates laid down by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, which the express 
companies have asked all of the states 
to adopt, Missouri will secure a reduc- 
tion of from 10 to 15 per cent in ex- 
press rates as soon as the new rates 
can be put into effect after Feb. 1, 1914, 
when the interstate rates are effective. 

C. B. Bee, rate expert for the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, says upon 100- 
pound parcels the new rates will be 
from 15 to % per cent higher, but that 
upon parcels of less weight there will 
be mere than a proportionate reduction.

ROME, Dec. 30.—Prince Francesco of 
Campobello, who is said to have been 
disinherited by his uncle, the late Car- 
dinal Rampolla, has asked the authori- 
ties to make an inventory of the entire 
Rampolla estate. 

The Cardinal's will, dated 188, was 
read yesterday before the public no- 
tary, in the presence of Baron 
Pezzana and the Baroness, a sis- 
ter of the Cardinal. The Baroness is 
the mother of Prince Francesco Campo- 
bello, whose wife, Princess Altieri, now 
separated from him, is contesting this 
will on the ground that there ps in ex- 
istence a later testament in favor of 
her children. The Princess believes this 
later will has been stolen. 

The will read yesterday is written on 
official paper bearing the Cardinal's 
crest and by its terms his whole for- 
tune is left to his “two dear brothers 
and dear sister.” Both brothers are 
dead. To St. Peter’s the Cardinal be- 
quethed his chasuble, his jewels and 
other articles of great value. 

To his titular church of St. Cecilia he 
leaves his priestly vestments, a golden 
necklace and other jewelry. 

To Pope Leo he willed a ring of bril- 
liants and other gems,

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1 LILLIE BLAKE, 
WOMAN SUFFRAG 
PIONEER, 1S DEAD 


Worker for Cause Since 1870 
First Asked Admission of 
Women at Columbia U. 


WON MANY REFORM LAWS 


Her Announcement That Ameri- 
can Eagle Was a Female 
Won Much Notoriety. 


By Associated Press. 

ENGLEWOOD, N. J., Dec. .- Mrs. 

Lillie Devereux Blake, a pioneer in the 
cause of woman suffrage, died in a sani- 
tarlum here today, aged 80 years. She 
had been ill for several years and re- 
cently had a turn for the worse, when 
it was seen that, because of her ad- 
vanced age, her recovery was hopeless. 
Mrs. Blake was the author of several 
successful novels in her earlier years, 
but devoted the greater part of her life 
to championing the cause of woman's 
rights. 
In 1870 she espoused the cause of wom- 
an suffrage, then generally unpopular. 
She brought about many reforms in 
woman’s favor, including the passage 
of the law granting school suffrage to 
women in this State. She was the first 
woman to ask for the admission of 
spas to Columbia University. 


asessed Wit and Beauty. 
Mrs. Blake s wit and beauty, her dig- 


nity enhanced by gowns, were assets in 
her career that played heavily in her 
favor, but above and beyond her judi- 
cial mind made her a leader of vast 
importance, In her work she appeared 
before the Legislature of Connecticut 
and that of New York and addressed 
both houses of Congress on many occa- 
sions. 

Mrs. Blake had held national, state 
and city offices in suffrage organiza- 
tions, founded the New York Legisla- 
tive League, filled the presidency of 
the New York City Mothers’ Club (for, 
while she believed ardently in the vote 
for women, she believed essentially in 
the home) and brought into being the 
Pilgrim Mothers—a satire on the Pil- 
grim: Fathers, whose yearly banquet de- 
veloped many quips at the expense of 
the male. 

It was at one of these banquets that 
Mrs. Blake announced the discovery 
that the American eagle was a female. 
It was she who in 18% first conceived 
the idea of organizing women political- 
ly by Assembly districts. 


Born in Raleich, 8. C 
Lilly Devereux was born in Raleigh, 


S. C., in 183. Her grandfather was 
William Samuel Johnson, at one time 
President of Columbia University. She 
was distantly related to Aaron Burr. 
After the death of her father, which 
occurred early in life, Lilly’s mother 
brought her daughters to Connecticut 
and the future Mrs. Blake was educated 
in Mrs. Apthorp’s school in New Ha- 
ven. At 16. she first heard Susan B. 
Anthony. 

At 20 she married Frank G. Quay Um- 
sted, a student at Yale. They moved 
to the West and settled in what was 
then the Dakota wilderness. They lived 
for a time in St. Louis. Four years 
later her husband died and Mrs. Blake 
brought her young daughters to New 


York City, where as a novelist and es- 


sayist she set out to face the world. 
Her second marriage—to Grenfell Blake 
—occurred in 1866. He died in 1896. 
Two daughters, Elisabeth Johnson

Decided on Something Big. 
“T came out of college with my mind 
made up to do something big. I was 
going out to do something and I de- 
cided that, so long as I was going to 
do anything at all, it might as well be 
something big. I was just a young man 
with a hunch. The hunch was black 
dirt. 
heard about that new country’ up 
in Northwestern Canada and that the 
soll there was black. I went up there 
with my hunch and, sure enough, the 
dirt was black. I went to Edmonton, 
where there was the blackest dirt all 
around that I had ever seen, blacker 
than the soll of Kansas. There were 
not many farmers there, but I knew 
they would come. 
I decided to build a railroad across 
a strip of that black dirt that would 
haul in the farmers’ when they came 
and haul their products out. I got from 
the Government of the province of Al- 
berta a charter to build a railroad %0 
miles long, from Edmonton northwest 
across a level prairie of that black dirt 
to Fort McMurray, on the Athabasca 
River. I had no trouble getting the 
and a guarantee from the Gov- 
ernment behind my bonds, because, you 
e, my road was going through an un- 
settled country, and they thought I 
could never sell the bonds, that I was 
a visionary Yankee with a wild scheme 
to build a railroad to the North Pole. 


Fun Made of the Yankee. _ 
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1 intended to put » le- 


$40,000 a mile, passed the act guaran- 
teeing its 50-year 5 per cent bonds to 
the sum of $20,000 a mile for road and 
sidings and took a mortgage on the en- 
tire property and stock as security 
against the company’s possible default 
in paying interest on the guaranteed 
bonds. 

The project and the two acts legal- 
izing it were submitted to the electors 
of Alberta. The ballot sustained it so 
generally that 39 representatives in a 
possible total Assembly of 41 were elect- 
ed in support of the railway program 
of the Government, the chief item of 
which was arke’s railway. Thus 
Clarke obtained every sort of right to 
believe himself authorized to go ahead. 
He himself went to London and sold 
the bonds to J. P. Morgan. The pro- 
ceeds, $7,400,000, were, in eccordance with 
the Alberta act, deposited in Canadian 
| banks to. the credit of the Alberta trea- 
sury, not to be paid out except on in- 
stallments to Clarke's company on the 
Alberta engineer’s certificate that the 
company had completed sections of the 
road according to specifications. 

Then began a political disturbance in 
which the contract between the Gov- 
ernment and Clarke was criticised. His 
enemies charged that the road could be 
built for $12,000 a mile, whereas he was 
to receive $20,000, a net profit of $8000 a 
mile on construction alone, and his 
brother, Bertrand; had organized a con- 
struction company which was to build 
the road and make a profit. And there 
was no obligation that the road was to 
be operated after it was built. It was 
charged, too, that Clarke sold the bonds 
to Morgan for 102 and Morgan had im- 
mediately resold them for 110.

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Wee Prima Donna Sings Tune- 
ful Score Delightfully, but 
Lacks Comedy Spirit.

MMA TRENTINTS grand opera 
E voice saves the day—or the night 
tor her in the title role of The 
Firefly,” which began its engagement 
at the Shubert Theater on Monday 
evening before a big and brilliant au- 
dience. 

The tiny prima donna is as sweet- 
throated as a lark, and, like the lark, 
the volume of her song, coming from 
so small a body, is truly wonderful. 
But she is lacking in comedy spirit, 
and, to this extent, her individual per- 
formance is disappointing. 

There are others in the company, 
however, who furnish fun in good mea- 
sure, wherefore it is easy to forgive the 
star’s deficiency in this respect and 
rest content with her admirable vocal 
achievement. 

In the part of an Italian street-waif 
who wins the love of a young New 
York aristocrat and finds a happy end- 
ing to her romance in spite of the fact 
that she is unjustly accused of theft, 
Mlle. Trentini enjoys and improves sev- 
eral natable opportunities for songful- 
ness, seeming greatly to endear her- 
self to her hearers. 

Among these rewardful song-chances 
are her first number, Love Is Like a 
Firefly;” the swiftly following solo, 
“Gianina;” the ensemble number of her 
leading, “Tommy Atkins;” the cleverly 
arranged quintet, We're Going to 
Make a Man of You,” in which her 
competent associates are William Wolff, 
Craig Campbell, Melville Stewart and 
Oscar Figman; the exquisite little trio, 
When a Maid Comes Knocking at Your 
Heart,” sung in company with Craig 
Campbell and William Wolff, and the 
exceedingly tuneful ballad, “Kiss Me 
and ’Tis Day,” with which her evening's 
endeavor closes. 

Oscar Figman in the eccentric-comedy 
role of Jenkins, private secretary to the 
wealthy Mrs. Oglesby Vandare of Fifta 
avenue, leads the comedy contingent, 
acquitting himself to the audiences 
keen satisfaction and also singing not 
unworthily, notably in the quaint duet, 
“Something,” with Ruby Norton, in De 
Trop,” with Miss Norton and Sammy 
Lee, and in the quintet with Trentina 
already mentioned. 

Others of deserved note in the cast are 
William Wolff as Herr Frans, an old 
singing teacher, made up to look Ike 
a fat Liszt and scoring a big personal 
triumph in his singing of “The Beauti- 
ful Ship From Toyland;” Craig Camp- 
bell as Jack Travers, engaged to Ger- 
aldine Vandare, but in love with Nina, 
the Firefly; Louise Mink as Geraldine, 
who loves and is loved by Jack's uncle, 
the John Thurston of Melville Stewart’s 
playing; Vera de Rosa as Sybil Van- 
dare, her sister; Katherine Stewart as 
Mrs. Oglesby Vandare; Ruby Norton as 
Suzette and Sammy Lee as Pietro, the 
two friendly conspirators accountable 
for the Firefly’s masquerading as Tony 
Columbo, a ragged newsboy. 

Among other memorable song num- 
bers, with an unusually sweet-voiced 
chorus taking part on occasion, are 
the opening ensemble, “A Trip to Ber- 
muda,“ led by Vera de Rosa, Ruby Nor- 
ton and Sammy Lee; He Says Yes, Sho 
Says No,“ by Louise Mink, Craig Camp- 
bell and the chorus; Call Me Uncle,” 
by Melville Stewart, Vera de Rosa and 
chorus; the very lovely opening number 
of the second scene, Sapphire Seas, 
led by Vera de Rosa; “Sympathy,” by 
Louise Mink and Melville Stewart; An 
American Beauty Rose,” by Melvilie 
Stewart and ensemble, and “The Latest 
Thing From Paris,” by Sammy Lee and 
Ruby Norton. 

The orchestral score of “The Firefly’’ 
is worthily musical far above the pres- 
ent-day average and it is most worthily 
interpreted by the orchestra under Wil- 
liam L. Axt’s conductorship. The pre- 
dude to the rise of the second curtain 
was an especially satisfying orchestra] 
achievement, and there were many other 
moments during the evening when the 
instrumentalists took their rightfyl place 
among the star features of the perform- 
ance.

Suffragette Further Explain Letter Advising 
Women to Passively Resist Income Tax As- 
sessor— Doesn't Believe in Hunger Strike. 


By AW TORK, Dec. %.—Militancy 18 
not involved in the appeal issued by Dr. 
Anna Howard Shaw, president of the 
National Woman's Suffrage Associa- 
tion to suffragists to refuse to pay in- 
come taxes until they are given the 
right to vote. Dr. Shaw asserted last 
night that she advocated ony a passive 
resistance to the Government’s agents. 

Dr. Shaw declared that she would re- 
fuse to make returns to her tax as- 
sessor and if fined by a court would 
refuse to pay the fine. If sent to jail, 
she will not start a hunger strike, she 
said, adding: “I would not thus destroy 
my health. I’m of more worth to the 
suffrage cause while I'm in good health 


than I would be if I was starved.” 

In explanation of her letter to the suf- 
fragists, Dr. Shaw said: 

„1 hold it is unfair to the women 
of this country to have taxation with- 
out representation and I have urge: 
them to adopt a course of passive re- 
sistance, like the Quakers, instead of 
aggressive resistance. I say to the 


under the Government. To tax the 
women without granting them represen- 
tation, the statement asserts, would 
be an act cf “intolerable injustice.” 

Resistance to the income tax law,” 
the statement says, “would have ex- 
cellent educational value and would be 
thoroughly justified morally.” It is 
stated, in conclusion, however, that the 
union will not undertake to organize a 
protest against the law. 

The suffragists leaders assert that 
they have hundreds of followers pledged 
to fight the income tax. 

Mrs. Ellen Spencer Mussey, honorary 
dean “of the Washington College of 
Law, in a statement today, takes issue 
with suffragists, who would accept Dr. 
Shaw's advice of “passive resistance.” 

Women ‘should remember that they 
receive the protection of the Govern- 
ment,” said Mrs. Mussey, und it is only 
right that they should contribute to the 
support of a system of law and order 
in which they share the benefit.

SUPHIA OF SWEDEN 
IS DEAD, AGtD 77 


Widow of Oscar II Had Been 
Invalid for Years—Leaves 
Fortune to Younger Son. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Dec. J0.— 
Queen Mother Sophia of Sweden died 
here today in her seventy-eighth year 
She had suffered, acutely for several 
days, and succumbed to an attack of in- 
flammation of the lungs. 

Her Majesty had been practically an 
invalid for more than a quarter of a 
century. She was subject to melan- 
cholia, which necessitated a constant 
watch being kept on her by her medi- 
cal attendants. She took very little part 
in court functions, devoting herself 
whenever her malady permitted ft to 
enterprises of a religious nature. She 
was a great sympathizer with the Sal 
vation Army whose operations in Scan- 
dinavia she followed with interest. She 
wis also a strong advocate of temper. 
ance. 

The late Queen Mother was a Princess 
of Nassau, and was married at Wiesba 
den to the late King Oscar II, in June 
1857. The royal couple celebrated their 


golden wedding anniversary in 1907, ‘ust 


six months before King Oscar’s death. 
Her Majesty leaves a large fortune, 
most of which, it is understood, will go 
to her younger son, Oscar, who re- 
nounced his rights to the throne in 
order to marry Miss Ebban Munk, his 
mother’s maid of honor. 

This marriage was the cause of th; 
only difference which ever arose be- 
tween King Oscar II and Queen Sophia, 
the latter encouraging the match.

BAR THE SEARCHLIGHT. ; 
Citizens engaged in drafting a traffic ordi- 
nance should put a ban on the needless and 
dangerous electric searchlight for motor cars. ’ 
Riders in ears equipped with these dazzling 
lights enjoy no more safety than they would 
if riding behind lights of ordinary brilifancy, 
and tiey put all others, in cars or carriages or 
afoot, in extra peril of their lives. 
The searchlight blinds everybody within its 
range to all but its own rays. They cannot see 
vehicles coming at right angles. They cannot 
even be sure of the position of the car with the 
searchlight. If riding toward it, their only se- 
curity is to turn aside, stop and let it pasa. 
Stopping thus may bring them into collision with 
a car coming from either side. If they do not 
stop, being blinded by the searchlight, they may 
run down someone afoot. 
The electric searchlight is barred from the 
streets of other great cities. It is forbidden to 
be used on locomotives in ratiroad yards or ter- 
minals. It serves no purpose on a motor car but 
to advertise ita owner's arrogant ostentation. Its 
use should be prohibited in the city, and its 
users on country roads should be required to 
equip it with a sliding hood or other medium to 
subdue its blinding glare when passing other 
vehicles. 
Not to prohibit it would be to admit that the 
safety of all travelers is less important than the 
vanity of a few.

In considering bills providing for governmental 
regulation of railroad finance, submitted for their 
approval, members of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission should see to it that the approved 
measure is adequate. The commission should

BBOT GASQUET, monk, his- 
torian and acknowledged to be
